Damage has been most severe 
the report state in the region 
where wheat product most 
specialized, namely southern Mar 
toba, south-eastern, south-western 
and west-central Saskatchewan, and 
southern and central Alberta, Dur- 
ing the past week, temperatures 
were fairly high and the scattered 
showers received were barely suffi- 
cient to maintain the crop in many 
districts while further deterioration 
occurred along the southern bound- 
ary. Much of the early-sown wheat 
is now headed, with both heads and 
straw short The grasshopper 
scourge is still seriou Damage is 
continuing and with migration im- 
minent, control measur are either 


stopped or curtailed. Hail dameg« 
was limited to a severe torm in 
south-central Saskatchewan. Gen- 


eral rains are required in most dis-

PLANNING HEALTHFUL VACATIONS 

Some of my readers will be vacationing at 
Chicago this summer to see the World's Fair, others 
are planning trips to the mountains or seashore, 
and many will be thinking about the best kind of 
a vacation to be spent at home. 

How much you need a vacation depends on how 
well you have spent your week-ends during the 
past year. If you have taken several trips and have 
kept up some form of outdoor diversion you prob- 
ably do not need a vacation very much, However, 
if you have been working steadily and have not 
been able to use your week-ends to relax and build 
yourself up, then you will be benefited by a vaca- 
tion period and if you spend your time wisely you 
will come back feeling like a new person. 

Some of the signs that you need a vacation are 
that stale, tired feeling, that habit of watching the 
clock during the working day, a total lack of inter-
